The speech of Sir Austen Chamber- 


lain in the British parliament to the 
effect that the KeHogg treaties will be 
valuable only insofar as the United 
States will heip or hinder an aggressor 
is taken seriously here as imnlying. 
an interpretation of the Kellogg trea- 
ties upon which there will be pleniy 
cf debate when the United States sen- 
ate reconvenes. President Wilson, in 
his famous colloquy with 
Senator 


Harding' in 1919, expressed the opin- 
ion that the convenant contained only 
a. moral obligation, but that the spirit 
and effect might be the same as a legal 
obligation. 


It now is being pointed out that the i 


Kellogg treaties, by denouncing war, 
permit each signatory to recover liber- 
ty of action in case one power does go 
to war with another but on the other 
hand,_the inference is plain that the 
moril forces of the world would range 
themselves on one side or the other. 


WILSON OBJECTIVES 


- Those who warmly advocate 
the 


ratification of the Kellogg treaties 
point out that the present secretary 
of state has accomplished in quite an- 
other -way the objective which Presi- 
dent "Wilson had in mind. Senator 
Borah of Idaho, chairman of the for- j 
eign relations committee, 
who

•wholeheartedly in favor of the Kellogg ! 
treaties, was originally 
an irrecon- 


cilable. The group known as the re- 
concilables would not support any pro- 
posal which even by inference per- 
mitted the United States to participate 
in any treaty of agreement relating 
to the preservation 
of peace. The 


Kellogg treaties have carefully avoided 
any statement, however, of what each 
nation should do in the event that

does break out and at present 


there is a feeling that because the 
treaties are sponsored by a Republi- 
can administration and because the 
"[Democrats were in favor of even more 
than ths Kellogg treaties contain there 
wiil be little difficulty about ratiSca- 
Iton. 


As a matter of fact the two-thirds 


vote in the senate in favor of adoption 
of the world court protocol was £. clear 
indication that a combination cf Re- 
publicans and Democrats did favor a 
definite formula of co-opeartion with 
the rest of the world.

next month and much pride in them

Ethnologist Seeks Ancient 


History Of Fox Indian Tribe 


Striving to complete his record of 


the old pagan rituals of the Fox In- 
dians of Iowa, who first settled in the 
Fox river valley as far back as 1665, 
Dr. Truman Mich.-lson. Smithsonian 
ethnologist «f the Bureau o- American 
Ethnology, is devoting his seventeenth 
consei.uti\e summer among the peace- 
ful, inlustrious survivors of this once 
war-like trible. 


The Outagamie Indians, after whom 


this county is named, were a part of 
the Fox tribe whi-h settled along-the 
Fox river. Outagamie means people 
of the other shore, and these Indians 
were so named when they separated 
from the Fox tribe and settled on the 
east side of Green Bay. 
fntil recently the Foxes observed 


their rituals in a reverential 
spirit, 


but the younger generation has taken 
a different attitude, attending the fes- 
tivals primarily for social purposes 
and to take advantage of the abund- 
ant feasts, so that the old 
spirit if 


likely to perish with the passing- of the 
aging elders of the tribe. 
These ceremonials take place chiefly 


in the spring and fall and, 
unlike 
Christian and other familiar religious 
practices, have little to do with rules 
of conduct. Each ritual has a dis- 
tinct purpose, such as the avoidance 
of disease, insurance of 
success in 


war, and the insurance of retribution 
in case anyone 
should speak 
ill 


against the chief's village, and is sup- 
posed to have been ordered by super- 
natural spirits.

Foxes was a half-breed. 


The Foxes, together with the Sauk 


Indians, though they never exceeded 
1200 in number, played an important 
and turbulent part in th^ history of 
Wisconsin and the Xorthwest. Driven 
from their homes in eastern Michigan 
by the combined assaults of the Ot- 
tawa and neutral nations, they came 
to the Green Bay region, where the 
French first encountered 
them in 


1665-70. 


In 1669 Marquette found a village 


600 souls at Oconto. composed of 


several tribes—the Sauk, Foxes. Pota- 
watomi, and Winnebago, and here h« 
began his religious instruction. Soon 
the Foxes began to scatter along the 
Fox. while a portion of them located 
on the east side of Green Bay, from 
which circumstance the name Outa- 
gamie (people of the other shore) was 
given them by the neighboring tribes 


The French cultivated the 
friend- 


shin of the tribes, and 
led them 
against 
the 
Iroqutris confederacy, 


•which had English support- The Fox- 
es were exceptions, however, 
and 


proved a. <=nurce of constant trouble 


to the French over the question of 
trade relations and the control of 
the trade routes. In 1697 the Foxes 
had already closed to the French the 
water route across Wisconsin, and in 
1712 the war between the French and 
Foxes began in earnest. For a gen- 
eration the French tried to break the 
strength of the Foxes, who maintained 
a resistance in a manner that stirs the 
blood of readers today, just as it com- 
pelled the admiration 
of the im- 


placable French officials at the time. 


This war drew together the Sauk 


and the Foxes, and for the i^ext JOO 
years the two tribes lived in the clos- 
est alliance. After the confederation 
the two tribes withdrew from Wiscon- 
sin and took up their abode in what 
is now centra] Iowa. The Sauk later 
returned to 
"Wisconsin. rett!ing at 


Prairie du Sac. 


The downfall of the Sauk and the 


Foxes dates from the beginning of 
their separation. In 1S04. The dispute 
arose over the signing by a 
few 


Sauk tribes of a treaty which ced"d 
away an extensive domain belonging 
to the Sauk In Illinois, Missouri and 
Wisconsin. This fracas eventually de- 
veloped into the Black Hawk war of 
1832. The Foxes. ir.cense<3 at the pre- 
sumption of the few Sauk tribes, also 
withdrew from the confederation, set- 
tling on their 
bunting grounds In 


eastern Iowa. Later, again joined by 
some of the Sauk. they withdrew to 
a reservation in Kansas. Here again 
there was a. dispute over a treaty 
made by the Sauks without the know- 
ledge of the Foxes, and the latter re- 
turned to their Iowa brethren. 


They eventually secured a 
small 


reservation on the Iowa river in the 
central part of the state, and here to- 
day is the surviving remnant of the 
once-proud nation which again and; 
again tested the power of France.

DELIBERATE FALSEHOOD 


"Why is it that certain politicians can- 


not or will not confine themselves to the 
truth in their campaigns for office? Is it 
any less dishonorable to falsify and mis- 
represent the facts in politics than it is 
to be dishonest in business and in private 
life? Mr. Elaine, for instance, is quoted as 
making thf charge that the last amended 
tax bill lifted the burdens of taxa- 
tion from corporations, "to the tune of 
over a million dollars a year" and put 
them on the backs of small income tax-, 
payers. This is deliberate falsification and 
Mr. Elaine knew it to be so if he 
made it, yet he occupies the high 
office 


of United States senator and claims to be 
a man of repute. 


He and others associated with him in 


this campaign in behalf of Mr. Seek 
are quoted as asserting that Xash Motors 
Company was relieved of a large amount 
of income taxes by this bill, and as im- 
plying that this was a part of the price 
the company received for supporting Mr. 
Zimmerman, for governor. 


Both the general and specific charges 


are without foundation. The income tax 
law of the last legislature did not change 
by one penny the income tax paid by the 
Nash Company or by any other large 
and profitable corporation in Wisconsin. 
It did not alter the taxes of any corpora- 
tion large or small, whose earnings do 
not exceed $6,000 per year. The new law 
Is of no benefit whatever .to well estab- 
lished, prosperous corporations. Xor has 
it shifted taxation from the incomes of 
the corporations to those of the individ- 
ual. 


The new tax law made one important 


change, in the adoption of three-year av- 
erage income as a basis for computing 
taxes. It is a wholly wise and construcr 
tive change, patterned after a system in 
use in Canada many years and so far as 
results go after administration of the 
fed- 


eral income tax law. Because of the av- 
erage provision of the law no corporation 
will pay in any year exacth* the same as 
it would pa\- on a single year's income. 
Some years it will pay more, and some 
years less. All will depend on the? amount 
ef income. However, the average will not 
reduce the total payments of tax one 
cent so long as the corporation has a net 
income of over $6,000 a year. 


Xash Motors and other large corpora- 


tions which are under attack by these 
politicians are of course above the $6,000 
class. The charges that they have been 
relieved of taxes are therefore complete 
fabrications and without color of truth. 
The new law will be of some benefit to 
corporations ha\ing less than $6,000 net 
income each year, and will aid those es- 
peciallj- that have a variable income and 
that show at the end of the year a loss 
instead of a profit. The average provision 
works something like this: If a concern 
showed a net loss of $5,000 one year and 
a net profit of $5,000 the next year, it 
would pay no tax either year, the aver- 
age profit being zero. 
It would be re- 


lieved of tax on the profitable year on the 
theory that its losses of the previous 
year affected its ability to pay and ought 
to be taken into account. Of course, the 
average applies for three years instead of 
two. Keep in mind that fact that this is 
of benefit only to those corporations 
whose net income does not go above 
§6.000 each year. The aid it extends is to 
small and struggling concerns, and was 
so intended. The total amount of benefit 
these small corporations may receive is 
wholh- guess work and cannot be known 
until the third year has passed. 


The three year average provision may 


also benefit individuals with incomes of 
less than $12,000 a year, but not those 
with incomes above that. The statement 
that the new law "relieves the rich and 
adds to the burdens of the poor" is 
"false"', to use the words of the state 
tax commission. 


The amended tax law did not change 


the tax rates on income of either corpora- 
tions or individuals. The rates remain 
identically the same in the new law as 
they were in the old. The taxes paid by 


corporations with an income in excess of 
$6,000 per yt*r »re not reduced one cent. 
Whenever Mr. BJaine or Mr- Beck or 
young LaFollette asserts that they are, 
and that a million or two million dollars 
of taxes (they are quoted both ways) 
has been lifted from corporations and 
. transferred to the individual they 
are 


guilty of a flat untruth. When they or 
anyone of them make the statement'that 
Nash Motors have been relieved of $200,- 
000 in taxes annually and the Allis- 
Chalmers Company of $25,000 annually 
they are guilty of another flat false<- 
hood. We are not arguing for the fairness 
or unfairness of the Wisconsin tax law. 
We are not discussing its merits in any 
sense. We are confining ourselves to the 
ethics, propriety and common honesty of 
campaign utterances which not only 
show a total disregard for truth, but wil- 
fully and deliberately assert what is not 
true. How voters can place confidence in 
politicians of this type, how even their 
own partisans can continue to support 
them, is beyond our comprehension, un- 
less they are to stand on the proposition 
that they do not want the truth and do 
not wish to be either fair or just.

Sitting on Top of the World 


A $9,000 PENALTY 


The extent of the penalty which Outa- 


gamie county taxpayers are to pay be- 
cause of the resolution adopted by - the 
county board of supervisors specifying 
that only amiesite might be used for sur- 
facing County Trunk Z, between Apple^ 
to.n and Kaukauna, \va^ revealed a few 
days ago when the city of Kaukauna 
opened bids for paving a number of 
streets in that city. 


The city of Kaukauna, complying with 


the law, advertised for several types of 
pavement whereas the county board, in 
its resolution authorizing a bond issue, 
stated specifically that amiesite only 
could be used. Kaukauna. inviting com- 
petition in pavement types, secured bids 
materially lower than were offered the 
county which refused to entertain com- 
petitive bids. 


A comparison of low bids subrnittd to 


Outagamie county and to Kaukauna 
makes interesting reading. The lowest 
bid for amiesite given the count}" for a 
project involving 37.438 yards of the ma- 
terial was $1-45 a square yard compared 
with S1.38 submitted to Kaukauna for a 
considerably smaller quantity. 
If the 


same bid had been offered the county a 
saving of 52,600 might have been realized 
on that item alone. 


Although Kaukauna's paving jobs are 


in scattered pieces involving considerable- 
movement of machinery, the bid for scar- 
ifying offered the city is 10 cents per 
square yard, compared with a 20 cent bid 
to the count}', making a difference of S3,- 
700 on the basis of 37^000 square yards on 
the county trunk. 


Outagamie county awarded the con- 


tract for stone base on the road on the 
basis of S3.90 2, cubic yard for 4,000 cubic 
yards while Kaukauna was offered a bid 
of $2.90, a difference of 95 cents a cubic 
yard and a total of $3.800 if the Kau- 
kauna figures were applied to the county 
contract. 


Because of the necessity for frequent 


movement of machinery the bid offered 
Kaukauna for excavating was 15 cents a 
cubic yard higher than the proposal made 
to the county but if the Kaukauna bid 
was applied to the county job it would 
make the cost of excavating only $750 
higher. Applying all the bids offered the 
city- of Kaukauna to the totals involved 
in County Trunk Z paving the cost to 
the county 
would be only $71,164.44, 


compared with $80,535.10 which the 
county contracted to pay for the work, a 
difference of $9.371 which county prop- 
erty owners will have to pay because 
their representatives presented the con- 
tract to patented pavement contractors 
on a gold platter, eliminating th"e* compe- 
tition with other types of pavement 
which undoubtedly would have had the 
effect of forcing amiesite bidders to trim 
their prices to meet competition. 


Since the attention of the public was 


called to this careless handling of the 
county's money a number of supervisors 
have been quoted as saying they did not 
realize they were shutting out competi- 
tion when they voted for the bond reso- 
lution. If that is true it is time Outa- 
gamie county gets men who will be alert 
to what is going on in county affairs. The 
aftermath of the bond resolution clearly 
shows that there is something radically 
wrong with the county's business man- 
agement.
